I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Health  Report  for  the 
year  ended  December ,31st*  1 969. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  mid-year  population 
was  1,600  (the  same  as  in  1968)* 

There  were  25  livo  births  (34  in  1968  and  23  in  1967)  giving  a* 
live  birth  rate  of  15<>6  per  1,000  population  (21&3  in  1968)* 

There  ware  no  stillbirths  but  ono  infant  died  in  the  first  year  of  life. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  was  36.  Twenty  of  these  were  from  strokes, 
heart  and  circulatory  disease  (including  coronary  tnrombosis)  6 we re  due 
to  cancer.  Thesa  are  now  the  most  common  causes  of  death. 

No  new  oases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year  and  there  was 
no  death  from  the  disease. 

The  report  is  generally  a very  satisfactory  ohe. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Publio  Health  Inspector,  the  Clerk  and 
all  the  other  Council  Officials  for  their  help  during  the  year. 

Finally  I wish  to  thank  all  tho  council  members  for  their 
understanding  and  support.

Since  1961  when  the  Council  first  approved  an  application  for  a Standard 
Grant,  up  to  the  end  of  1969,  25  applications  for  such  grants  have  been 
approved  and  a total  amount  of  £2435  have  been  paid  in  grants.

HOUSE  CONDITION  SURVEY 

Below  is  a tabulated  summary  of  the  information  regarding  the  age 
and  condition  of  the  privately-owned  dwelling-houses  in  Bala,  obtained 
by  actual  inspection  and  by  reference  to  office  records,  carried  out 
during  1969 ^ 

It  is  interesting  to  compare  the  figures  and  percentages  with  those  relating 
to  Wales  obtained  from  the  V/elsh  - Hours  Condition  Survey  carried  out  in  1968,. 

Eor  this  oorpose  one  must  add  to  the  figure  of  374  (privately-owned  houses) 9 
The  number  of  Council  houses,  being  202,  thus  576.  All  the  Council  houses, 
are  provided  with  inside  water  closets,  fixed  baths,  wash-hand-basin, 
and  hot  and  cold  water  supplies. 

lo  Total  number  of  houses  with  fixed  baths  - 478,  being  8 3%; 
average  for  Wales  = 83l.3% 

2.  Total  number  of  houses  with  internal  water  closets  = 484,  being

£t  will  be  noted  from  the  tables,  that  the  majority  of  the  dwellings  without 
the  facilities  axe  i#ie  owner- occupied  ones*  Some  of  those  properties  are 
capable  of  improvement  although  there  are  practical  difficulties  which 
would  have  to  be  overoome.  These  include  the  smallness  of  rear  yard  spaces, 
absence  of  secondary  means  of  access  to  the  house;  and  in  certain  cases 
congestion  caused  by  the  erection  of  sheds  and  other  additions  at  the  backs 
of  the  properties.

The  poison  generally  used  is  \7arfarin.  This  is  one  of  a number  of 
poisons  known  as  "anticoagulants"  because  their  main  action  on 
animals  is  to  prevent  the  blood  from  clotting. 

There  was  no  indication  found  that  rodents  in  this  area  are  developing 
resistance  to  this  poison* 

Complaints  of  infestation  are  investigated  and  treatments  are  carried 
out  by  one  of  the  Councils  workmen,  and  no  charge  is  cade  for  both 
private  and  business  premises.

Defects  and  shortcomings  in  food  premises  generally  included  the  following 
matters .j  absence  of  first  aid  materials,  defective  structure,  defective 
decoration,  faulty  ventilation,  lack  of  cleanliness,  chipped  crockery, 
outdoor  clothing  kept  in  food  rooms  etc0 

At  hotels  improvements  included  the  following  natters;  unsatisfactory  condition 
of  beer  cellars,  drainage  of  floors,  defective  decoration,  improvement  to 
lighting,  ventilation  and  the  screening  of  sanitary  accomodation-* 

During  the  year  many  shops  were  altered  structurally,  and  advice  regarding  variou 
matters  was  given  at  plan  stage  in  order  to  avoid  possible  contravention  of 
Regulations  when  work  was  completed*  There  is  a trend  for  shop  fronts  bo  be 
without  air-inlets  and  the  attention  of  occupiers  of  food  premises  and  that,  of 
the  builders  is  drawn  to  the  need  for  adequate  provision  for  ventilation* 

Two  complaints  concerning  food  premises  in  the  town  were  received  from 
visitors  but  upon  investigation  although  minor  deficiencies  were  found  to 
exist,  the  crux  of  the  complaint  was  alleged  poor  service  and  the  prices  of 
the  meals  served  to  them* 

There  was  occasion, during  the  year,  to  draw  the  Council’s  attention  to 
unsatisfactory  conditions  prevailing  at  some  of  the  food  preparing  premises 
in  the  town* 
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.Although  structural  requirement.'.:  in  food  premises  ere  nos?  largely  satisfied 
and  most  of  them  have  the  required  equipment  there  is  still  a wide  variety 
of  shortcomings*  in  practice o 

It  is  essential  that  food-handlera  recognise  that  everything  connected  with  food 
must  he  scrupulosity  clean,  and  even  in  premises  where  equipment  and  fittings 
are  of  the  most  modern  standard  food  hygiene  will  break  down  if  there  is  a 
lapse  upon  the  part  of  the  personnel  employed* 

(e)  foreign  matter  in  food 

A complaint  was  received  of  ’’soapy”  after— taste  in  cream  confectionery. 

A sample  was  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  who  reported  **  the  most  common 
cause  of  complaints  of  **  soapy1’  aftertaste  is  the  development  of  rancidity  or 
acidity  in  the  fatty  acid.  The  acidity  in  the  cream  of  this  sample  is  rather 
higher  than  it  is  in  normal  fresh  cream  but  this  increase  may  be  due  to 
development  by  bacterial  action  during  the  period  of  transit* 

The  quantity  of  material  available  was  insufficient  to  make  an  effective 
test  for  the  presence  of  traces  of  soap  residues**1 

The  manufacturers  of  the  cake  filling  in  reply  to  my  enquiry  of  them  stated 
as  follows  ’’this  is  in  fact  a fault  which  does  occur  in  this  type  of 
filling  which  contains  palm  kernel  oils,  based  mainly  on  Laurie  Fatty  Acid. 

The  flavour  is  usually  brought  about  by  contamination  during  whipping  with  flour 
particles  which  conuain  fat.  splitting  enzymes* 

The  enzymes  attack  the  fat  and  cause  ’’off”  flavours.  Tnis  is  a problem  we  do  meet 
occasionally  and  which,  has  been  solved  by  either  whipping  the  filling  when  flour 
is  not  beipg  used  or  alternatively  re-locating  the  whipping  machine.  I would 
point  out  that  there  is  no  health  risk  here,  but  that  the  flavour  can  be 
very  unpleasant*”
